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WHEAT DELIVERIES AND PRICES 

The following is a detail of the daily car in- 
spections of No. 1 northern wheat at Winnipeg on 
the way to Fort William and the price in store at 
Fort William on the same day, during the months 


of September, October, November and December, 
1922. The average car load was 1300 bushels, 


It will be noted that from September Ist to 
Octobar 18th, a period of 43 days, the price only 
reached the dollar mark on twelve days, and that 
the highest price was $105 7-8. while on 16 days 
it was below 98 cents, and the lowest price was 
96 cents. 

From October 14th to December 81st, a period 
of 78 days it did not go below a dollar on any day. 
On 23 days in November and December it was 
above $1.10. The highest price paid was on No- 
vember 18th when it was $1.15 1-8. 

Prices were higher in the latter two thirds 
of the season than in the first one third, although 
the lake rates were also higher during that period. 
Indeed in the last 20 days of December, when 
navigation had closed and wheat had either to 
be stored or shipped to the sea board all rail the 
price was still substantially higher than in the 
first half of September, before the lake rates had 
been so greatly increased.

“IF THE BLIND LEAD THE BLIND—’’ 


The three premiers of the three prairie prov 
inces have decided to make compulsory marketing 
of wheat the leading feature of their legislative 
and administrative policy, at the sessions of the 
several legislatures now at hand. They give no 
reason why they will be more likely this year than 
last to secure a wheat board of responsible and 
reputable men to administer the legislation to be 
provided, It will be recalled that subject to the 
limitations of the constitution the Dominion par 
liament passed a wheat board act that empowered 
the provincial legislatures to do anything they 
pleased with wheat whether found in the hands 
of farmer or dealer, And that the legislation 
passed by Saskatchewan and Alberta has had no 
paralle] in its arbitrary features outside of Russia 
under the Soviet. Notwithstanding the unlimited 
power placed in their hands it was found impos 
sible to get men of reputation and responsibility 
to administer the Dominion and provincial acts, 
and the legislation for that reason 
s0n only-—it did not become effective. Lf the legisla

means of keeping up the price to the farmer. H. | 


W. Wood laid down the proposition that the great 
outflow of wheat each fall, compelled by the press 
ing necessities of the farmers, together with the 
early December close of navigation, caused a sea- 
sonal price depression. That the wheat board 
would overcome this condition was the great, or 
in fact the only, reason given last year for the 
legislation intended to create the board. It was 
asserted by Mr. Wood and echoed by Premiers 
Greenfield and Dunning that such measures as the 
proposed wheat board offered the only means of 
preventing this annually recurring loss to the 
farmers. It was pointed out by opponents that 
Mr. Wood's proposition was not supported by the 
facts. But a little thing like a mere question of fact 
was not allowed to interfere with the application 
of the theories of the prophet of the gospel of state 
control of the farmers crops, imported direct from 
Moscow. 

How far from the fact is Mr. Wood's theory 
that the fall outflow of Canada’s wheat controls 
the world’s price, is demonstrated by the experi- 
ence of the fall shipping season recently closed. In 
the history of Canada, certainly—and probably in 
the history of the world—there had never been 
such a volume of grain going forward to market 
from any one country as from Western Canada 
during the months of last fall. The first ten days 
of September showed an average of 730 cars a 
day of No. 1 northerrn inspected at Winnipeg on 
the way to F't. William, with a price ranging from 
#1.03 3-8 to $1.05 78 a bushel at Ft. Wil 
liam. For the ten days from Nov. 15 to 24th in- 
clusive, there was an average of 1,488 cars 
inspected, and the price ranged from $1.10 5-8 to 
$1,15 1-8. With the volume of grain more than 
doubled the price showed an _ increase of from 
91-4¢ to 9 3-4 cents a bushel. During the first ten 
days of December, immediately before the close of 
lake navigation, the receipts of cars at Ft. William 
averaged 1,202 a day, and the price ranged from 
$1.06 1-2 to $1.09 3-8, Inspections were less than in 
mid-November, and prices somewhat lower, al- 
though inspections were still more than one-third 
greater than in early September, when prices were 
31-2 to 5 5-8e lower Even after the close of naviga- 
tion the last ten days of December showed daily 


receipts averaging 808 cars of No. 1 northern, with |
